Seven soldiers from the Gettysburg 
encampment, said to have been under 
the 
leadership 
of 
Private 
Lloyd 
Hayes, 
Company 
A, 
Uh Infantry, 
caused plenty of excitement 
in Mc­ 
Sherrystown arid Hanover last even­ 
ing, their operations including taking 
possession ol the bar of the Colonnade 
Hotel in the former town and a lively 
scuffle before Hayes was finally put 
under arrest in Hanover. 


About half past nine o’clock 
the 
men assumed control of the bar at 
the Colonnade, Hayes is said to have 
flourished a knife with sufficient gusto 
to cause the bartender to leave. 
The 
soldiers then 
refreshes! 
themselves 
with the various 
liquors 
about the 
place and departed. 
In the meantime a warrant was 
procured for Hayes' arrest and Con­ 
stable John Dougherty 
prepared 
to 
serve it, only to find that the men 
had taken a trolley for Hanover. He 
followed them and was given assis­ 
tance by Chief Smeach ami Officer 
Berkheinrn-r 
Hayes is said to have re­ 
sisted arrest and to have bitten both 
Dougherty and Berkheimer in 
the 
arm 
Some one, no one knows who, 
struck the soldier a heavy blow', cut­ 
ting him above and Indow the eye, 
and he was then removed to the town 
lockup. 


An effort to get into communication 
with authorities at camp failed, but 
a sergeant volunteered to bring the 
prisoner back to Gettysburg and put 
him in the guard house 
This the 
Hanover and McSherrystown officers 
agreed to. 


Before he was taken out, however, 
Sergeant Fitter Houser, in charge of 
recruiting at Hanover, is said to have 
been one of u party of soldiers who 
talked of storming the bastile to get 
Hayrs. They were dissuaded by other 
soldiers, 
and the excitement 
died 
down after the return to Gettysburg 
was stalled.

The drainage of food supply from 
the vicinity of Hanover by the mili­ 
tary camp ut Gettysburg is being felt 
by many of the campers 
at 
Penn 
Grove. It was almost impossible Fri­ 
day to obtain butler, and ice was not 
obtainable by some. 
Eggs were a 
rarity, as were bananas. There was 
not a watermelon within reach of the 
camp. 
At Smith Station the storekeeper 
stated that it was a difficult problem 
to keep supplies in the face of the 
demand that was drawing them to the 
soldiers’ camp. The same condition in 
a less degree, it was said, was also 
faced in Hanover.

One of the worst fires the Pen Mar 
section has had since the Blue Moun­ 
tain house burned down occurred Fri­ 
day morning, when the Pen Rock cot­ 
tage, belonging to Randolph Debrick, 
with all its contents, was totally de­ 
stroyed by flames. The fire broke out 
about ten o’clock, and is supposed to 
have been caused by the explosion of 
an oil stove. 
Mr I>ebrick is a piano agent of Bal­ 
timore, his city residence being at I OB I 
West Fayette street 
lie places 
his 
loss at about $10,000, as he had more 
than $6000 worth of jewelry and SI500 
worth of clothing destroyed, while his 
cottage was furnished 
very complete 
throughout. 
The 
amount of insurance is 
un­ 
known, as his polices, together with 
other valuables, were in a sheet iron 
box in the midst of the flames, and 
have 
not yet 
been recovered. 
How­ 
ever, it is supposed that the box could 
not stand 
the terrific heat and 
that 
its contents were destroyed. 
Mrs. Debrick, who was on the porch 
at the time, attempted to fight it with 
a small hose stream, but had little or 
no pressure, and before anything else 
could possibly be done the entire cot­ 
tage was a mass of flames. 


Another cottage 
of Mr. Debrick’s 
closeby was saved only by the heroic 
( work of a volunteer 
bucket brigade 
which 
was formed. 
They found 
it 
necessary to break open the reservoir 
close by in order 
to obtain sufficient 
water. 
This cottage 
did not escape 
unhurt as it was scorched, with all the 
windows along that side broken out by 
the heat. 
T. FL Grill’* cottage, which was di­ 
rectly hack of the fire, was only saved 
through the shifting of the wind, and 
by the Fib rd work of 
Snivel)’ Stoler 
Not only was Mr. Debrick’s 
cottage 
entirely destroyed by fire, but all its 
contents were a total loss. 
Unfortunately Mr. Debrick was not 
present when the house was destroyed, 
as he and his small son, F'rank, were 
on their way to Waynesboro at 
this 
time. 
They noticed a fire W’hile on 
the car near Rouzerville, but continued 
their trip to Waynesboro, when they 
telephoned and learned that their cot­ 
tage was burning. 
A large crowd quickly gathered, a* 
the flames could tie seen all over the 
mountain, many 
people going over 
from Buena Vista and the Summit. 
A peculiar incident of the fire was 
the bursting of a water pipe in the 
bath room, 
which sent a stream 
of 
scalding hot water high into the air.

The following directions 
for home 
kraut making are issued by the United 
States Department of Agriculture:— 
Remove the outer green leaves of 
the cabbage and if a shredding ma­ 
chine is not available, quarter the 
head* and slice off the portion of core 
remaining on each quarter. 
Cut the quarter heads into thin 
slices anil pack the shredded cabbage 
immediately into a clean, water-tight 
receptacle, 
hardw’ood 
tub, 
keg or 
stone crock. Soft wood containers im­ 
part a taste of the wood. 
As the cabbage is p a c k e d , add and 
distribute evenly, table salt at the 
rate of a pound to forty pounds of 
cabbage. 
Press down firmly and cover with a 
clean hoard weighted down with * 
clean brick or stone— not limestone 
or sandstone. 
Set aside 
and allow 
fermentation to take place, which will 
be complete in ten days or two week* 
if weather D warm 
a little longer if 
cool Remove any scum that rises in 
the course 
of fermentation. 
When 
finished set aside in a cool place.
